“Barely; I was introduced to him at Newburg 
several years ago, but I never had any conversation 
with him until last Sunday.” 

What were your impressions of Mr. Cleveland?” 

“I was greatly pleased with him. I found him 

SINCERE, PLAIN AND DIRECT. 
He is a man who, if he should have 
come to the Senate, would de well 
able upon his merits alone to hold his own there. 
I was very much gratified in learning something of 
his views about his future work.” The Senator 
here read an extensive paragraph from a Washing: 
ton evening paper, in which it was said that he had 
been offered the position of Secretary of State, with 
several paragraphs of Senatorial gossip relating 
to the same subject. The Senator read the para- 
graph out loud. His only comment on it, at first, 
was “This is all idle flummery.“ Then he went on 
to say: It is very unfortunate for Governor Cleve- 
land that he is situated at such adistance from 
people he wants to see and people who want to see 
him. Visits to him under the present circumstances

SUBJECT TO EXAGGERATED IMPORTANCE, 
when, in reality, the interviews may be of no more 
real importance than a conference that may take 
place between two Senators or members any day. 
Look at his position. Mr. Cleveland is unfamiliar 
with Washington life. He is in a country place, for 
Albany is a country place. He is cobfronted with 
an enormous task, the like of which has hardly a 
parallel in history. The Democratic party is the 
legatee of the most monstrous system of mismanage- 
ment, Every department of the public service is 
mismanaged, or conducted in such a way as 
it should not be.

Inaugurating a New Railroad System 
Affecting Hundreds of Employes. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Port Jarvis, December 10.—By a new order which 
will go into effect December 15, the running of 
through passenger trains over the Delaware and 
Eastern divisions of the New York, Lake Erie and 
Western Railroad will be subjected to a radical 
change. As now operated, a gang“ of trainmen 
has charge of each of these trains between Jersey 
City and Port Jarvis, a distance of eighty-nine 
miles. At Port Jarvis fresh hands take the trains, 
some of the trains running to Oswego and some to 
Elmira. The same change is made at Port Jarvis 
on east bound traina. The new order will compel 
the men starting out with the day express, the St. 
Louis limited, and the Chicago express, to run from 
Jersey City to Binghamton without change, a dis 
tance of 215 miles, and from Binghamton to Jersey 
City on the corresponding trains going east. The 
gangs now running the Pacific express between 
Jersey City and Port Jarvis, and the Atlantic ex- 
press from Port Jarvis to Jersey City. 
will have to run them between Jersey City 
and Elmira, instead. One important re- 
sult of this change will be the saving of nearly. 
$22,000 a year in the cost of train service, as it will 
accomplish the running of the through trains with 
four gangs of train men less, engineers, conductors, 
firemen and brakemen. The men retained for 

THE NEW SERVICE 
will be selected from the oldest and most competent 
of the employes under the old system. The new 
order of things will make necessary the breaking 
up of the homes of many old employes of the road, 
some of whom have invested the savings of more 
than a quarter of a century’s service on the road in 
residences and improvements of their property in 
this village. Some of the finest private residences 
and grounds in Port Jervis are the property of Erie 
engineers and conductors. Under the new order, 
however, this place will become merely a passi

It Would be a Two-Edged Sword

Suchis the View of a St. Louis Importer 
Whose Firm Pays an Immense Duty Into 
the Treasury Annually—A Very Intelli- 
gent Statement From the Standpoint of 
the Tobacco Handlers. 


Tnasmuch as St. Louis has a larger tobacco trade 
than any other city in the United States, and inas 
much as the tobacco interest would be very large'y 
affected by the proposed Spanish treaty, this na 
tional measure has a very important local bearing. 
It might be supposed that our manufacturers and 
importers would hail with delight a treaty the effect 
of which would be to relieve them from the neces- 
sity of paying thousands of dollars to the Govern- 
ment each year as duty on the raw material 
used in their business. This, however, appears 
to be not the case, and if the proposition 


as to whether the duty should be removed from 
tobacco were left to the decision of the heavy deal- 
ers, there can be no doubt that they would bya 
large majority retain the tariff. 

A Post-Dispaton reporter was last evening dis- 
cussing this subject with Mr. J. Hammerstein of 
the tobacco firm of Stifel & Benson, when he put 
the case thus: 

“Our firm,” said he, makes no great pretensions, 
but we pay into the United States treasury every 
year from $320,000 to 840.000 as duty on tobacco 
which we importfrom Cuba to be used in cigar 
manufacture, and yet I would regard the abolition 
of that duty as a calamity.”

Death of a Young Japanese Prince. 
Wasuinxeron, D. C., December 10.—Prince Alexis 
Saigo of Japan, who has been a member of the 
household of Baron de Streuve, the Russian Minister 
in Washington for several years, died this morning 
of typhoid fever. The Prince, who was only 11 
years of ace, was the son of 
General Saigo of Japan, and nephew of 
Colonel Oyama, the Japanese Minister of War

He 
will take charge of the remains and accompany 
them back to Japan. The young prince had been a 
member of Baron de Streuve's household ever since 
the latter represented the Russian Government at 
the Japanese Court, at which time a strong attach- 
ment sprung up between the Prince and the Min- 
ister’s children.

A BATCH OF OPINIONS. 


Judge Barclay Makes a Partial Clearing of 
His Docket. 


Judge Barclay delivered a small batch of opin- 
ions to-day, among which were the following: In 
the case of the Continental Bank against tbe Lin- 
dell Hotel Association the Court says the case turns 
on the effect of a waiver expressed by the indorser 
thus: “Protest and notice of protest waived. Hy. 
Ames.” Protest of a note is not necessary. 
Defendant claims that his waiver did 


not dispense with due ntment and notice, but 
merely with protest. In Missouri protest of a note 
is not essential to charge an indorser, but by statute 
itis permissible for that purpose. In waiving pro- 
test an indorser here must be taken as waiving all 
that protest might properly, under our statutes, es- 
tablish against him. Moreover, by clear implica- 
tion and in common acceptation a notice of protest 
e fairly a notice of presentment 
The present waiver 
is sufficient to dispense 
with ntment, demand and notice. According- 
ly judgment will be entered for piaintiff for $654 89. 
In the case of Ferdinand Meyer against James 
Bain the question presented was whether the home- 
stead exemption created by statute protects from 
seizure for debt that part of the homestead proper- 
ty which is jet toa tenant and of which the home- 
steader receives the rent, when the homesteader 
resided on another part of the tame homestead tract, 
which does not exc in extent or vaiue 
the statutory limita. The Court says that bya 
dictum of the Supreme Court, it is the duty of -in- 
ferior courts to hold that the law conteinpiates giv- 
ing the homesteader his homestead property to the 
extent in territory and value named inthe statute 
for such use as he may be able to make of it.

stitutes the uisite commentary upon the 
eccentric text. iss Coleridge was driven to 
become a daily governess, living in a small 
house or lodging in a cheap suburb, because 
her home, the home from which her mother 
had six years ago been removed by death, and 
which was controlled by the father, who was, 
therefore, morally charged with the responsi- 
bilities of both parents, and ceased to be for her 
a habitable place.

The Original of Bret Harte's Hero. 
New York Cor. Troy Times. 


There is a man.in this city that claims to be 
Bret Harte’s original “Yuba Bill.” His name 
is Seely, his occupation is a truck-driver, and 
whether the novelist has drawn on him for mat- 
ter or not, he isa singular personage. I knew 
him intimately almost a score of years ago, 
and his family, which consisted of a wife, a son, 
who has been for many years in Buenos Ayres, 
South America, and two daughters. Almost 
any evening he can be found ina certain beer 
saloon on Hudson street puffing away at a clay 
pipe in an advanced state of color and relating 
to a choice circle of friends and admirers some 
episode of his checkered career. Physically he 
is a fine specimen of maphood, Onan enor- 
mous pair of shoulders rests a well-shaped 
head, with a short neck.

GENTZ AND ELSLLER. 


Fanny's Capture of an Old Austrian 
Diplomatist. 
From the Philade!phia Record. 

Gentz carried off the prize from a full score 
of young rivals. It was not an easy task, for 
the theaters were under the super ntendence of 
Count von Gallenberg, who alone was author- 
ized to introduce the performers to pergons out- 
side of their own circle, and who took a mali- 
cious pleasure in refusing an introduction to 
Gentz—or perhaps desired to save the old di- 
plomatist from making a fool of himself. But 
the introduction was at last accorded, and Met- 
ternich’s friend made an assiduous and success- 
ful “courtship.” Says Hayward: “He was 
reputed rich on the strength of his prodigal ex- 

nditure; he was celebrated; he was the fami- 

iar companion of the great, and he owed his 
success. in the first instance, to the shameless 
venality of the mother. The poor girl resigned 
herself to her destiny with a sigh. How he 
ay seve y won upon her may be collected from 
is letters, and the enduring attachment she 
eventually contracted for him did 
equal credit to her understanding and her 
heart. Gentz wrote to Rahel from Presburg 
in October, 1830: Tho best instructed among 
the ordinary people around me think and affirm 
(for my connection with her is the subject of 
endless talk in society here, where I am in great 
favor) that I have conquered her by what is 
called my eloquence. This of itself would be 
singular enough, but still it is very far from 
being the truth. I have gained her singly and 
exclusively by the magical power of my love. 
When she first knew me she neither knew nor 
conceived that there existed anywhere such a 
love, anda hundred times over she has con- 
fessed to me that I unfolded to her a new world 
by the manner in which I behaved to her from 
the very first moment, and, still further, by the 
revelation of a love the possibility of which she 
had never dreamed of, and which is, I must 
own, neither frequent nor common. You will 
understand that, as a matter of course, I never 
was silly enough to expect from her a return of 
passion, in the narrow sense of the word. I 
never imagined that she could fall in love with 
me, for even in the full fervor of passion m 
reason does notabandon me. It was enoug 
for me to inspire her with a sentiment * 
between friendship, gratitude and love; and 
did in fact — 4 men succeed in every- 
thing which they struggle for with complete 
energy and genuine perseverance—in so plant- 
ing and confirming this feeling in her mind 
that it, by degrees, filled her whole soul, and at 
this moment, unless all the evidences deceive 
me, it cannot be supplanted or overcome by 
any other feeling whatever. Imagine what 
it is, at my time of life, 
with my few remaining retentions, to 
see a passion like mine rewarded! Imagine the 
satisfaction of self-love, from which no being 
can disengage himself, and least of all one who 
takes as much pleasure in flattery as I do—im- 
agine the blessedness of daily, undisturbed in- 
tercourse witha person in whom everything 
ravishes me: in whose eyes, in whose hands 
did you ever look at them’, in whose single 
and separate charms, my mind can absorb it- 
self for hours together; whose voice tells upon 
me like magic, and with whom I carry on end- 
less conversations which would often astound 
you, as I should do with the most docile 
school-girl; for educate her with 

ternal care, and she is at once m 

loved companion and my faithful chi 
Imagine this rich stock of enjoyments, and in 
addition to it all so much more which no ps Ss 
can tell, and it will be easy for you to under- 
stand that which to o 
foolishness.”
